! If a hunter is successful in get- 
ting one of the 900,000 deer ex- 
pected to be bagged in the state 
this fall, he must take storage pre- 
cautions in order to comply with 
tegulations of the Michigan De- 
partment of Agniculture. 

Lucky deer hunters “each year 
cause more than their share of 
problems for inspectors of locker 
plants. 

Under the law dressed and cut 
up deer may be stored in com- 
mercial cold storage plants with 
other food supplies if the skins 
and hides are not included, ac 


cording to - Agricultural— Director: 


G. S. McIntyre. 

Strict regulations govern the 
storge of wild life. One of these 
forbids storing hides and skins ex- 
cept in separate storage rooms 
having no open passages that lead 
‘into.locker rooms, chill rooms, ag- 
ing rooms or sharp freeze rooms. 
Deer still having the hide on must 
be stored in separate rooms from 
all other provisions under regu-~ 
lations of the Department’s foods 
and standards division, which is 
headed by J. L. Littlefield. Hides 
and_skins cannot be stored with 
other provisions. :
